I'd like to see this community start by offering 
bonafide ESL classes paid for by the city for all newcomers and immigrants. The city 
could also establish a language bank of volunteer translators who could be called on by 
service agencies such as the police, hospital, ATVP, etc. to assist with translation efforts. 
Many of these agencies have their own language banks, but one unified one that is well 
maintained, available 24/7, and whose volunteers are well-oriented and trained would be 
an excellent idea. And what about a "Welcome to Pullman" pamphlet written in 
simplified English to help people who are new to the community become oriented to the 
community and its services?

turn in downtown areas (and maybe only at certain times of the day) to unclog some of 
the traffic. A traffic flow audit is seriously needed. 

27. Initiate a citywide effort to save even more water. Yes, I know we have some initiatives 
in place, but we really cannot afford to waste even a single drop. We should have 
legislation that restricts outdoor property watering within the city limits (e.g. what 
days/times people can water lawns and wash cars). I'd also like to see us ban the 
pernicious practice of fund-raising car washes in the city.
